Net Estimated Revenue from Ad Valorem Taxes 
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In computing the estimated deduction on a valuation basis of $2,000, 535,645.00 for 
State aid purposes, effect has been given to tax remission bills passed by the Forty-sixth 


Legislature, namely Senate Bills numbers 6, 89, 99, 224 and House Bill number 1079. 


Senate Bill number 224 purports to remit to the respective counties, for a period of 
five years beginning with the taxable year 1940, one-half of the State ad valorem taxes collected 
for general revenue yurposes. There appears to be a difference of opinion as to the effective 
date of this bill, One contention is that it remits one-half of such taxes collected on and 
after January 1, 1940. The other contention is that it remits only the taxes assessed on and 
after January 1, 1940, the collection of which begins October 1, 1940. The constitutionality 
of this bill is also in litigation and is now pending in the Court of Civil Appeals of the 


Fifth Judicial District at Dallas, 


In the absence of a final court decision as to the validity of this bill, the foregoing 
estimate has been prepared on the assumption that the bill is valid wtil decided otherwise by 


the courts of final jurisdiction, and that it effects taxes assessed on and after January 1, 1940. 


In the event this bill is held unconstitutional by the courts of final jurisdiction, 
the estimated revenues from State ad valorem taxes for the fiscal years ending August 31, 1940 


and 1941 would be increased approximately $5,000,000,00 annually. 


If the bill is upheld and the effective date covers State ad valorem taxes collected 
on and after January 1, 1940, a decrease of approximately $300,000.00 in 1940 and $150,000.00 
in 1941 in revenue to the State from insolvent and redemption collections is expected to
